SYMBOLISM 

Shield: The dark blue cross refers to the Navy Cross awarded to 

Commander Rentz, the heroic Chaplain of the heavy cruiser 
Houston, for his selfless bravery following the loss of that ship in 
the Battle of the Sunda Strait on 1 March 1942. The wavy blue 
and white bars symbolize water, the Navy's element, and allude to 
the manner in which Commander Rentz gave his life to save 
another. The silver cross denotes his service as a Chaplain. It 
forms the illusion of a strengthening bond epitomizing Commander 
George S. Rentz's actions and service aboard the USS Houston 
while under enemy attack. 

Crest The trident, a traditional naval symbol, supports a palm wreath, 
reversed to indicate the posthumous nature of Commander Rentz's 
award. The palms signify the eventual victory in the Pacific for 
which he gave his life. The warheads symbolize the attack that 
sunk the USS Houston as well as the strength and firepower of the 
new FFG 46 named in Commander Rentz's honor. 

Motto: Dark blue and gold are the colors traditionally used by the Navy 
and symbolize the sea and excellence.

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Chaplain Rentz Biography 

CDR George Snavely Rentz, USN 
Chaplain Rentz, in the wreckage of the USS 
HOUSTON, removed his jacket handed it to a 
seaman and said a quick prayer and swam away 
from the group. This selfless act of heroism 
resulted in him being the only Navy chaplain to be 

awarded the Navy Cross. 
George Snavely Rentz was born on July 25, 1882 

in Lebanon Pennsylvania. He attended and 
graduated from Princeton Theological Seminary. 

Following his ordination by Presbytery of 
Northumberland in 1909, he preached to churches 

across Pennsylvania and New Jersey for eight 
years. He was appointed acting chaplain with the 
rank of Lieutenant Junior Grade and assigned to the 
1 1th regiment of Marines in France shortly 
following entry of the United States into World 
War I. He attained the rank of Commander in 1924; 
among his sea duty assignments he served onboard 
USS FLORIDA (BB-30),USS WRIGHT (AV-1), 
USS WEST VIRGINIA (BB-48), and USS 
AUGUSTA (CA-31). In 1940, when the USS 
HOUSTON (CA-30) relieved AUGUSTA as 
flagship of the Asiatic fleet extended his tour in the 
region as ships company on the USS HOUSTON. 
It was aboard this cruiser he served so devotedly 
and enthusiastically, providing the ship's crew and 
officers with great hope and promise. 
During an allied attack on February 4, 1942, HOUSTON was under severe air attack. 
Commander Rentz spurned cover and circulated among the crew of the anti-aircraft battery, 
encouraging them. One officer noted, "when the sailors saw this man of god walking fearlessly 

among them, they no longer felt alone." HOUSTON took a direct hit during the attack that 
disabled turret m and killed 48 men. A month later, HOUSTON engaged in the battle of Java 
Sea alongside the Australian light cruiser HMAS PERTH. Both ships were outnumbered by a 

Japanese troop convoy but they persisted in the ensuring melee of fire. HOUSTON fought 
valiantly through out the violent meeting but eventually succumbed to a barrage of torpedo fire 
and began to sink into The Pacific. The crew clung to floating wreckage as they were forced to 
abandon the ship. Chaplain Rentz along and others found themselves on a pontoon that was 
fast taking on water. Chaplain Rentz made several attempts to give up his life jacket to the 
young sailors on the wreckage. Having felt he had lived his life to the fullest and according to 
God's will, he removed his jacket handed it to a seaman and said a quick prayer and swam 
away from the group on the pontoon on the morning of March 1, 1942.This selfless act of 
heroism resulted in Chaplain Rentz being the only Navy chaplain to be awarded the Navy 
Cross, the United States Navy's second highest award for valor. 
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Commander Lantier is a native of Lafayette, Louisiana. He began his career by enlisting in 

the United States Navy in 1989 under the Delayed Entry Program, graduating from the 
Broadened Opportunity for Officer Selection and Training (BOOST) program in San Diego 
in 1991. He received a Bachelor of Science degree in Computer Science from the United 

States Naval Academy in 1995. 



His operational tours include Main Propulsion and Auxiliaries Officer in USS PORTLAND 

(LSD 37), Auxiliaries Officer in USS KLAKRJNG (FFG 42), Chief Engineer in USS 
MILIUS (DDG 69), Materiel Officer (N4) on the Destroyer Squadron TWO THREE Staff, 

and the XO in USS RENTZ (FFG 46). 

He graduated Naval Postgraduate School in 2001 with a Master of Science degree in 
Systems Integration and completed his Joint Service education at the Joint Forces Staff 

College. 

Assignments ashore have included a tour as a Sea Strike Analyst for the Assessments 

Division, Chief of Naval Operations (N81), and a tour as Education Officer and 
Experimentation Officer for the Joint Non-Lethal Weapons Directorate, Quantico, VA. 

His awards include the Defense Meritorious Service Medal, Meritorious Service Medal, the 
Navy Commendation Medal (three awards) and the Naval Achievement Medal (two awards).
